Twenty-six Convicts Go 
from Prison. 


One Man Killed and 
Five Wounded. 


Prison Near Leavenworth, 
Lan, Outwitted.

LEAVENWORTH (Kan.) Nov. 7.— 
One man was killed, five others were 
dangerously wounded, and twenty-six 
desperate convicts are at large as the 
result of a mutiny late this afternoon 
at the site of the new United States 


When the trouble began, the rebel- 
nous prisoners had only two revolvers. 
These revolvers had been secreted in 
one of the walls of the building by 
some unknown person. There ure two 
walis partly completed, and the rest 
of the site of the building is surrounded 
by a high wooden stockade. 

Gus Parker of Ardmore, I. T., one 
of the ringleaders of the mutiny, under 
pretense of a necessity walked to the 
corner of the stockade, where the re-

When F. 
E. Hinds, superintendent of construc- 
tion, and three unarmed guards - 
pared to round up the men at the end 
of the day’s work the two armed con- 
victs covered them with the revolvers 
and, encouraged by the other mutinous 
convicts, forced the men to walk before 
them toward the northwest corner of 
the stockade, where they expected to 


guarded by armed men, 

convicts appeared at the opening they 
were met by C. E. ws, a guard, 
who fought them back, but who received 
two shots in the neck. The convicts 
then rushed over to the south wall to 
another opening, and were met by Ar- 
thur Trelford, an armed guard, who is 
in charge of ail the convicts. Trelford 
resisted the convicts, and was shot 
twice, but not dangerously wounded. 
Defeated in their attempt to escape at 
this point, the men rushed to the 
#uardhouse, a temporary frame struc- 
ture, where the arms are kept. The 
guards from the outside rushed in at 
this point and drove the convicts away 
from the rdhouse.

prisoners then made a grand rush for 
the main entrance, and twenty-six of 
them succeeded in escaping. Most of 
the fugitives are from the Indian Terri- 
tory.

It is believed that the man arrested 
today is responsible for the floating of 
the large quantity of spurious $5 notes 
in the Northern States, and that he 
operated in codperation with De Foun- 
tain, who received a five-year sentence 
in 1898 for passing exactly the same 
kind of paper as was found in Lemon's 
possession. 


Against the Bounty-fed Product. 

{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

LONDON, Nov. 8.—[{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] A Scotch member of Parliament 
who hasmade a study of the sugar ques- 
tion sald last night that the Brussels 
conference would certainly reassemble 
early next year. When asked whether 
the Russian government had accepted 
an invitation, he said that presumably 
it had done so, as this had been the 
only obstacle to an earlier meeting of 
the conference. He was most hopeful 
respecting the results of the confer- 
ence. He asserted that the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer now had instrument- 
alities at hand for converting the sugar 
schedule into a weapon against bounty- 
fed sugars. The only thing needed 
wes an extra duty on sugars coming 
from countries paying bounties, and 
this could be levied without an increase 
of customs in force or the creation of 
a new administrative plant. 

He hoped the conference would lead 
to a voluntary abolition_ ote 
by continental nations; but if 
were no decisive action, he expected 
that the Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
having begun with taxing sugar for 
revenue purposes,ewould not hesitate 
to impose countervailing duties upon 
bounty-fed sugars. He admitted that 
the United States government had 
been making, single-handed, a most ef- 
fective fight against sugar bounties, 
and that the Indian vernment, with 

sanction of arliament, 
adopted an identical policy. ,

Apple Men Encouraged 

The vicissitudes of drought and 34. 
verse weather in' the East, the long 
freight haul an the uncertainties of 
the lite of tWe orchards of the prairie 
States has been given as a note of en- 
couragement to apple growers of this 
section. it is true the business is in a 
most distressing condition at this time 
in Southern California, chargeable to 
the virulent attack of insect pests and 
mot to the demand for good apples. In 
localities about Julian and Smith's 
Mountain and the Antelope Valley the 
apple orchards are in ideal condition. 
There are many isolated localities 
Where a few orchards stand as a mon- 
untent to what may be done with in- 
fect Infection abrent. 1 know of a few 
ftolated valley orchards in Los Angeles 
county with perfect crops of popular 
winter varieties. The trees reach a 
substratum of cold soil which gives 
them @ typical climate in which to hi- 
bernate. Many other. places would de- 
velop the best of apple conditions were 
mot the threat of moth and scale so 
constant. Now that the apple growers 
are organizing to try to control all in- 
fect hindrances it is hoped they will 
find some comprehensive plan whereby 
another profitable industry may grace 
the commercial achievements of horti- 
culture in this scction—. 

Shade-tree Meeting. 1 

One week from today a meeting is 
20 be held at the Chamber of Com- 
inerce assembly room in Los Angeles 
to consider the shade tree. The meet- 
ing is intended fot the public good, and 
I hope it will be representative. In 
dome neighborhoods it is already a

All bodies 
concerned should send a delegate to 
this meeting without further notice. 
Olives Will Not Keep. 


That excellent department of the 
Weekly Chronicle “Agricultural. and 
Horticultural,” quotes The Times arti- 
cle of two weeks ago on the advisabi!- 
ity of discouraging the olive promoters. 
‘The Chronicle mentions two points that 
tand in the way of profitable olive cul- 
ture. The hesitancy of capitai to pur- 
chase the fruit and manufacture the 
oll, and the fact that olive pickles will 
not keep. Forty dollars per ton is the 
outside price paid for olives this sea- 
son. There is nothing in the product 
at that price. 

Leeally, the situation is clearing 
eomewhat. Upon complaint of sur- 
reunding property-owners, thousands 
of olive trees in Los Angeles county are 
being destroyed Sy law, after the own- 
ers have persistently refused to cleanse 
the trees of infection. 2 

I notice especially that a majority of 
the olives upon the Howland orchard at 
Pomona have been voluntarily de- 
etroyed. An olive mill stood in the 
edge of this orchard one year ago. It, 
too. has disappeared. I believe The 
Times did some service to the olive-tree 
owners two years ago by the publica- 
tion of the facts about the business, 
after due investigation. Criticism upon 
thie policy has long since been hushed 
by the justice of the exposure. No new 
Olive orchards are seen upon the face 
 @f the land hereabouts, and yet the 
ettitude of this paper has not discour- 
aged, but assisted those who are striv- 
ing to demonstrate the olive from a 
commercial standpoint—a basis that 
should have been adopted at the rst. 
instead of a nurserymen’s movement to 
sell plants.

San Gabriel Valley about one-half of 
the farmers are engaged this fall in 
barricading their orchard lands with 
some means of shunting the water off 
their premises. Where the capacity is 
equal io the storm water's require- 
ments the work is in the nature of 
improvement in the general conditions. 
but in many cases it is only a breedes 
of trouble farther down the line. There 
is a continued contest with the Super- 
visors and road overseers in this mat- 
ter, suits for damages between land 
owners are frequent, end altogether the 
situation is far from satisfactory. Bv- 
ery heavy rain causes the trouble to 
break out in a new place, and this state 
of affairs wilk continue until each sec- 
tion subject to storm damage shall take 
adequate measures to establish a sys- 
tem of drainage equal to the emergen- 
cies of the heaviest rains. The law now 
upon the statute books reguiating the 
establishment of drainage districts 
throughout the State should have been 
tried more thoroughly. The failure of 
the Eaton Cafion trial at Pasadena was 
not due to defects of the law, but to 
evidences of its misapplication. The 
Supervisors are given no end of trouble 
over the storm-water problem, and 
would no doubt be pleased to see a new 
law enacted, or the old given a thor- 
ough trial.

Tree Dentistry. 

A machine for the economic pulling 
of old orchard trees is in use at Po- 
mona, which is both novel and success- 
ful. It consists of two pulley blocks. 
chains and cables, and a heavy barrel 
made for the purpose. The chain is at- 
tached to a tree next to the one to be 
pulled. From thence it is carried to 
the tree over the barrel, the latter be- 


ing next to the tree that is to be ex- | 


tracted, A team of horses attached to 

the cable completes the outfit. Ly 

means of the power of the nuileys and 

the lifting angie over the barrel a large 

tree day be pulled with littie effort 

and great speed. Another form of this 

appliance is a tripod arrangement, but 

this has many objectionable points not 

found in the barrel arrangement. The 

work is done most thoroughly, extract- 

ing all the roots and leaving the 

ground without serious depressions. 1 

have seen thousands of olive and decid- 

uous trees that had been extracted at 

Pomona by this process without ihe 

breaking of a trunk. The large limbs 

are usually cut off to facilitate the 

handling of the tackle, but that is not 

altogether necessa There should be 
a great field for this machine in por- . 
tens of Southern California where old | 
olive orchards are abundant, or a 

prevalence of neglected deciduous trees 

that should by all means be extracted.

Field Infection. 

Many farmers are discussing the 
dangers arising from the neighborhood 
use of field picking boxes, and the time 
is ripe for a general agitation of ihe 
subject. There is perhaps no more ef- 
fective means of carrying scale infec- 
tion from one orchard to another than 
this. In a majority of localities there 
is a general depository for fruit-pick - 
ing boxes, usually the packing-house 
to which general delivery is made. If 
there is any red scale, moth, red apid- 
ers or black acale in the neighborhoo4, 
tome of these boxes are sure to become 
infected. Then it is only a mechanical 
operation to distribute the insects into 
clean orchards by the scattering of 
these boxes among the growers. 

The associations own thd boxes fh a 
majority of cases, and it would be en 
easy matter to apportion them perma- 
nently among the stockholders. of the 
association, ac ing to the stock each 
one owns. Then the growers would be 
able to clean the boxes and keep them 
clean, or at least only scatter the in- 
sects over his own ranch. Quite a 
number of orchardists have adopted 
private ownership already, but it would 
be much better if each fruit organiz.- 
tion should make it compulsory. Some 
of them have voted to allow no fruit 
to be brought to the packing-houses 
upon springless wagons, and it would 
be an easy matter to carry the good 
work a Httle farther by making indi- 
vidual ownership of picking boxes com- 
pulsory. The boxes would be better 
cared for while in use, and the plan has 
everything to commend it, especially 
the assistance its application would 
give to the horticultural commissioners 
in controlling insect infection.

Farming by Steam. 

A steam plow with a capacity of 
120 acres a day will be installed upon 
the grain lands below Covina next 
week. It will be employed in break- 
ing 3000 acres of wheat land by Griffith 
Bros, who are farming this portion 
of the Puente plains. It requires the 
work of four men to handle this big 
steam plow. By working every hour, 
day and night, which the owners pro- 
pose to do, the entire wheat fleld can 
be prepared, and some in time for the 
early rains. The gang carries eight 
plows. A large headlight is carried 
upon the frame in front of the plows 
for the night shift, and another illumi- 
nates the path of the engine. The 
plow will start about the 15th of this 
month.

0 road requires ma- 
terial and means in the granite 
boulders so prevalent along the foot- 
hilis from Pasadena eastward we have 
an -excellient material when broken. 
But the question of reducing them to 
broken stone has awaited a solution. 
Rounded stone of any size will not 
make a good roadway; but, when 
broken, these boulders will make an 
ideal macadam material, if, after being 
applied the desired thickness. it is 
topped off with finer stuff or with the 
clay gravel to be found along these 
same foothills. 

“The value of a rock crusher has 
seemed problematical on account of 
want of knowledge as to its efficiency 
and as to its cost.. By the experiment 
which has been tried at Azusa for the 
Past week this question has been 
solved, the crusher reducing every rock 

laced within its jaws. Deubting 

omases have promised to carry away 
in their hats all the rock the crusher 
would crush in an hour, or have 
hunted the lot over for especially hard 
rocks. All have been convinced. 
While the jaws were set to about one 
and one-quarter inches, without notice 
to the laborers a load of two yards was 
run onto the wagon in twelve and 
one-half minutes, and at least three 
minutes were lost for want of rock. At 
this rate, if the crusher were kept fed 
a yard of crushed rock would be loaded 
onto the wagon in five minutes, allow- 
ing time for one team to drive out and 
another to drive in. Twelve yards an 
hour would be equivalent to about 
twenty tons of rock. Twelve horse- 
power is required to do this work. The 
rock being crushed is not large. It is 
probable that the capacity would be 
somewhat reduced if larger boulders 
were fed, but the labor of feeding 
would be reduced. The manufecttrers 
guarantee ten to fourteen tons with 

Ws set to two inches. 

“As conditions vary in different lo- 
calities it is impossible to estimate the 
cost of the crushed material. Under 
conditions favorable for electricity the 

wer can be furnished for less than 

cents per hour, and addi to this 
the cost of feeding the machine, we 
would have the cost of crushed mate- 
rial on wagon. The capacity 
would be more or less as the jaws were 
set wider or closer than one onc- 
quarter inches. 

“The crusher is set on wheels, and 
ean be moved to the rock or the rock 
moved to it.

Grasshopper Bricks for Chickens. 


Grasshoppers are being put to a new 
use in Nebraska. The farmers have 
killed incredible numbers of them by 
the help of a machine which is perha 
the most effective ever devised for the 
purpose. It is called a “hopperdozer,” 
and is nothing more nor less than a 
large flat pan, with a small amount of 
kerosene contained in a depression in 
the rear part of it. The contrivance, 
being attached to a horse, is pushed 
along in front of the animal As the 
latter is driven across the fields. 
Pretty nearly every grasshoppet en- 
countered jumps upon the pan and is 
promptly suffocated by the kerosene. 
This ingenious instrument has been in 
use for a number of years in parts of 
the West, but hitherto it has not oc- 
curred to the farmers to make any use 
of the dead grasshoppers. Most com- 
monly they were burned, though some 
more enterprising agriculturists turned 
a portion of them to account as poul- 
try feed. They found that the hens 
liked them exceedingly; for it is a fact 
that a grassh r is to a hen what 
a canvasback duck is to a human epi- 
cure—the very choicest and most es- 
teemed of delicacies. — 

Hence the idea which is now being 
developed on a commercial scale. The 
grasshoppers after being killed by the 
hopperdozer are left in windrows in 
the fields, where they are soon dried. 
When they have been exposed to the 
sun for a sufficient time to reduce them 
to a properly desiccated condition they 
are gathered up with rakes, shoveled 
into carts. and conveyed to a shed, 
where they are put into a press tome- 
what resembling an ordinary cheese 
press, and converted into solid bricks. 
The bricks are shipped in quantities to 
poultry raisers, who find this new kind 
of hen provender most satisfactory, 
and they are anxious to get more of it. 


of] Apparently it is a great encourager of 


egg production. It is not necessary to 
grind the bricks before feeding the 
stuff to the chickens, but merely to 
break them into pieces and soften with 
water.—[Philadeiphia Post. 


Charcoal for Poultry. 
Pure charcoal, or the charred wood 
the stove, w fresh is an 
cellent aid in arresting bowel. com- 
2 and is both simple and harm- 
ess. Where the hens have not had a 
variety, parched grain partiy burnt 
affords an agreeable change. and serves 
nearly the same as charcoal. 
Oats. corn, wheat or even bran will be 
readily eaten by hens when they have 
been regularly fed on a sameness of 
diet, and such food will greatly aid in 
arresting diarrhoea or other bowel dis- 
In experiments made to de- 
termine the benefits of charcoal in 
feeding. if any, four turkeys were con- 
fined in a pen and fed on meal, hoiled 
potatoes and oats, and four others of 
the same brood were at the same time 
confined in another pen and fed daily 
on the same articies, but with one 
pint of finely-pulverized charcoal 
mixed with their food. These had also 
a plentiful supply of broken charcoal 
in their pen. eight were killed, 
and there was a difference of ofe and 
one-half pounds each in favor of those 
supplied with charcoal. They were the

Pan-American Exposition last week a 
claim was made for the Holstein breed 
that we do not remember to have heard 
or read before, which was that “their 
strong, vigorous, healthy constitutions 
enable them to furnish the best possi- 
bie milk.” We are not sure but that 
there is some strength in this claim. 
Toney are a breed that has strong vi- 
tality, enduring climatic changes W. 
and seldom being ill; seldom sufferinz 
from milk fever, and not subject to dis- 
eases of the udder. From their siz. 
and large milk productién they require 
good food in abundance, but they pay 
well for it. And it does seem that milk 
from a Vigorous and healthy cow 
should have a better food value than 
that from an animal of little vitality, 
and liable to frequent attacks of dis- 
ease, even though that disease may not 
be tuberculosis, or any other disease 
capable of transmission, And we do 
not think, this difference in quality is 
always shown by the amount of butter 
fats, or of the other solids, and possi- 
bly not by the bacteria found in it, un- 
less it may be in some of those found 
and not yet classified—{American Cul- 


tivator. 
Cost of Milk. 

We may well follow the above ac- 
count of the food cost of producing milk 
at the Pan-American Exposition by an 
account presented by Mr. Sholes at a 
farmers’ institute at Bridgewater, N. 
Y. He produced 81,364 quarts of milk, 
which sold for $1763.23. His charges 
against it were interest on farm and 
stock, $450, depreciation of stock and 
repairs’, $200; taxes, $50; help and board, 
$619: twine, $10; fertilizer, grass 
seed, $23.50; feed, $823; promt, $43.93. 
The food cost outside of ney and pas- 
turage is but a small part keeping a 
cow, though at the Pan-American the 
grain cost more than hay and 2 
for each herd. But we think all . 
above items should not have been 
charged to the cows. Did the farm, 
with all the help employed at a cost of 
over $50 a month produce nothing but 


grain to sel? Did he use $10 worth of 
twine In tying the milk, or the cows? 
Would not his house rent offset at least 
the tax bilJ? There is little enough 
profit in the milk-producing business 
at about 2 cents a quart, and there is 
need of exaggerating it in this

THE APIARY. 
Disinfecting Hives of Bees. 
Apropos of the above is a subject 
which came up for generous discussion 
at the National Beekeepers’ Associa- 
tion at Buffalo, regarding the necessity 
of disinfecting hives which had been 
known to contain colonies of bees suf- 
fering with foul brood. It is well 
known that the honey from such bees 
will almost surely spread the disease. 
It would seem that it would be unsafe 
to use a hive where this disease had 
been proved to exist. Mr. McEvoy, the 
foul brood commissioner of Ontario, 
Canada, who has doubtless had the 
largest experience of any one in the 
world, insists that such disinfection is 
wholly unnecessary. He has treated 
thousands of colonies and, although he 
did not disinfect the hives, but at once 
returned the treated colonies, in no 
case has he known the disease to re- 
appear. It is true that nothing suc- 
ceeds like success, and this extended 
experience of Mr. McEvoy would seem 
proof positive that hive disinfection is 
entirely useless. Neither do I think 
this inexplicable. Prof. Waite has 
shown that the bacterium of pear 
blight must have an unctuous substance 
on which to work or it will not thrive 
or even live. Thus it must have the 
moisture of the pollen or of the stigma 
of the flower to insure its continuance. 
As I have before sugtesica, it is quite 
likely that the moisture of the gum on 
the buds would also serve to preserve 
the vitality of these germs. We can 
easily believe that the bacillus of foul 
brood could not thrive outside the 
honey. I once heard Prof. McClatchie 
say that the bacterium of tuberculosis 
could not survive sunlight, but for a 
very short period of time. We can 
easily believe that if the germs of foul 
brood exist outside the honey, they be- 
come impotent for harm. [If this he 
true, it also explains why foul brood 
is not carried through the mature bees,
